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CLAIMS 

l.-A syinem for projecring images on inscribed poiyhedrons having polarizable faces, 
corn prising: 

-an inner rear projector or bunch of projectors for projecting images such as pictures or 

5 movies; 

-a polyhedron structure comprising two or more inscribed polyhedron bodies, 
concentric or not. the iiiner rear projector or bunch of projectors being k")caied in the 
mosi inner polyhedron; wherein, 

-rhe faces of each polyhedron body being screens formed by two sheets of glass, 
10 methacrylate or any other multilaminar material with tiie liquid between them 
polarizable by an elecu'ical current for nicjking the screen to become transparent when 
electrical current is applied and become translucent when the cunent stops, 
-a transparent screen lets an image or a portion of image pass through it toward the next 
screen or out.side the polyhedron structure and a transkicent screen forms the image or a 
1 5 poni on of image, 

-an image or a portion of an image can be formed on one or another corresponding 
screen so as l:o modily the ihree-dimensional location in the space of an image or a 
ponion of image: 

•an spectator is allow-ed to see an image or a portion of an image on one or another of 
20 the con-esponding screens of the polyhedron bodies without seeing the inner rear 
projector or bunch of projectors since a translucent screen is always bet\veen the 
specmtor and said inner rear projector or bunch of projectors or all the screens become 
translucent: 
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j -the systeiiji is able of obtaining luminic, three-dimensional and dynamic effects for 

i holding flie spectator attention at high- degree with an advertising, didactic or

parallel or the polyhedron bodies are conjugated or irregular. 

I 3.- The system according to Claim 1 wherein the transparent or translucent state of a 

' screen is activated into a sequence by means of a s> stem of luminiCj acoustic or thermal 

I 10 sensors which reacts lo a stimulus or external agent, associated or not lo a computer 

j able to programme the polarization of each screen by means of an electrical current and 

I to select the images to emit by the inner rear projector or bunch of projectors. 

' 4.- A projection procedure imlizing a system for projecting images on inscribed' 

pob- liedrons having polarizable faces, comprising: 

I 15 -an inner rear projector or bunch of projectors for projecting images such as pictures or 

t movies; 

[ -a polyhedron structure comprising two or more inscribed polyhedron bodies, 

I concentric or not, the inner rear projector or bunch of projectors being located in the 

, most inner polyhedron; wherein, 

I 20 -the faces of each polyhedron body being screens formed by two sheets of glass. 

I methacrylaie or any other muitilaminar material with the liquid between them 
polarizable by an electrical current for making i!ie screen to become transparent when 
electrical current is applied and become translucei^t when the current stops, 
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-a transparent screen lets an image or a portion of image pass through it toward the next 
screen or outside the polyhedron structure and a translucent screen forms the image or a 
portion of image. 

-an image or a portion of an image can be formed on. one or another corresponding 
5 screen so as to modify the iri-dimensional location in the space of an image or a portion 
of image; 

-an spectator is allowed to see an image or a portion of an image on one or another of 
the corresponding soreeiis of the polyhedron bodies without seeing the imier rear 
projector or bunch of projectors since a translucent screen is always between the 
10 spectator and said inner rear projector or bunch of projectors or all the screens become 
transiuccnl; 

the procedure comprising ilie step of: 

selectively polarize or depolarize by electrical current the liquid between the two sheets 
of a screen so as to cause the screen to become transparent or translucent in order to 
15 project an image or a portion of image, so as to obtain luminic. tri-dimensional and 
dynamic e;flx^cts for holding the spectator attention at high-degree with an advertising, 
didactic or entertainment aim. 
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
